ROM the viewpoint of enticing 
new business, managerial policy 
in the lithographic industry is 
roughly divided into two segments— 
those who seek the greatest volume 
possible by quoting the lowest prices 
in town, and by turning out lower 
quality products, and those who are 
content with a smaller volume ot 
business coupled with high quality 
work and at prices set sufficiently 
high to result in a greater net profit 
per job. 

‘These divergent managerial policies 
are generally conceded to be in opera- 
tion in plants throughout the country. 
The two basically different practices, 
however, are most pronounced in the 
large cities. 

Prompted by the ever-present spec- 
ter of losing money on jobs quoted 
and accepted at low prices, the 
management of such low priced 
houses must use all the financial and 
production short-cuts possible to come 
out in the black on the job. Direct 
and indirect materials used on the job 
will be of interior quality. Press 
equipment will be used to its fullest 
capacity, running day and night to 
get the jobs out. Pushing the equip- 
ment to this extent will tend to de- 
preciate it much more rapidly than 
otherwise would be the case. Since 
the cost of labor is the largest single 
element going inte the lithographic 
product, and since it is a variable 
cost which can be controlled to some 
extent, management will tend to hire 
workmen who are not top. flight 
journeymen at wages lower than those 
commanded by extremely competent 
crattsmen. The kind of work of such 


of Photo-Lithographers 
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employees cannot be as good as that 
ot the top flight cratrsmen. Because 
they are constantly being prodded to 
get the jobs out, the products these 
workmen turn out will vary from 
tair to mediocre, or worse. 

‘The manager of such a low price 
house is constantly on edge, always 
uneasily aware of the thin margins tor 
error, tor delays, tor accidents, tor 
profit. He is overburdened by the 
voluminous work of supervising the 
preparation of numerous quotations, 
estimates, scheduling of jobs through- 
out the shop, billings, and so on. Such 
harassed management does not have 
the time to maintain a good cost find- 
ing system, does not have the oppor- 
tunity for constructive thinking in 
order to improve quality, to develop 
more orderly procedures tor sched- 
uling and manutacturing jobs, or to 
open up new sales outlets. This then 
is the situation in the low price house. 

In the other segment of the litho- 
graphic industry, in those houses that 
do not emphasize low prices with 
correspondingly cheap products, 
imagination and ideas play a much 
more important role. Salesmen 
schooled in the practices and habits 
ot these shops have both the ability 
and the time to increase the value 
of an order to the customer by sug- 
gesting better layouts, carefully 
selecting formats, and apprizing the 
customer ot materials best suited tor 
the job. 

The workman employed by this 
type of house is truly a craftsman, 
who is paid tair wages and who is 
competent, and does a good day's

work. This type of craftsman really 
enjoys his work. 

‘The manager of this type shop is 
not overburdened wich the problem 
ot thin profit margins that beset the 
other type of business. With a reason- 
able work schedule, he can schedule 
production most efficiently, he is in 
a position to maintain an efhcient cost 
finding system, and he can open up 
and develop new and profitable sales 
outlets. He krows where is 
going. At the end of his fiscal period, 
his books probably will reflect a 
greater percentage of profit than will 
those of the low price house. 


The low price lithographer leads a 
very exciting business existence, but 
it is a business lite that is much 
shorter and much more precarious 
than that of the higher priced house. 
The low price lithographer is damned 
by his competitors, abhorred by those 
salesmen who must sell to him, and 
disliked by his own employees. 


It is true that in these changing 
times the lower prices and cheaper 
products of the low priced shop will 
attract many buyers of lithography, 
but in the long run the quality houses 
will get and retain the most desirable 
business—that which shows a reason- 
able and continuous profit

plants in New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Long Island. In the last tour 
years some of the city’s largest plants 
have moved out te suburban areas. 

The New York area contains some 
ot the nation’s oldest plants, (110 
years or more); some ot the largest; 
some ot the most modern; some ot 
the most highly specialized; as well 
as large numbers ot plants which 
would fit into none ot these cate- 
Zories. 

An educated guess at the number 
ot plants which produce lithography 
in the New York area places the 
figure somewhere around 500. The 
tollowing summaries ot some ot these 
firms will provide a cross-section view 


ot lithographing in the Big Town. 


Schlegel Lithographing Corp. 

CHLEGEL Lithographing Corp., 
S currently nearing its |10rh vear, 
ranks as one ot the city’s oldest firms, 
but it also ranks as one otf the pro- 
gressive and expanding companies ot 
the area. A recent expansion and 
modernization program included the 
addition of a 42 x 38” two-color off- 


set press, with another on order; a 
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new bronzing machine; dusting 
machine tor cleaning excess bronze 
powder trom sheets; a new 46x54” 
embossing machine; straight cutting 
and die cutting machines and a five- 
stack calendering machine for burn- 
ishing bronze. Offices were returbish- 
ed, and other improvements made. 
The firm now occupies about 40,000 
square teet of space on two and one- 
halt Hoors of the Schlegel Building 
at Second Avenue and 22nd St. 

In the shop, piped-in music plays 
at intervals throughout the various 
parts ot the plant where machinery 
noise is not too great. 

The firm has specialized in labels 
and packaging materials tor the to- 
bacco industry. 

A succession ot George Schlegels 
has headed the firm since its founding 
in IS4l by the great grandtather of 
the present president, George Schlegel 
IIL. The tounder died in 1878, and 
a son George, carried on until his 
death in 1928. At that time the next 
Gieorge Schlegel became president, 
and the present head was elected to 
the post of president in 1947. 

George Schlegel IIL is also presi- 
dent of the Lithographic Technical 
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Foundation, in which he has been 
active for many years. He is a past 
president of the Young Lithographers 
Assn. of New York. Other officers 
ot the company are: George Schlegel, 
chairman ot the board; Jacques J. 
Tisne, executive vice president and 
Mrs. Agnes Schlegel, 
Walter M.

National Process Co.

The company is noted tor its large 
volume ot road map production, but 
also produces a complete line ot color 
lithography tor all advertising pur- 
poses. One ot its recent innovations 
is the Napcolor process which has 
met with success in tour color work, 
including book production. It is a 
process developed by Frank Fischer, 
plant superintendent, which produces 
tour color work mechanically from 
specially prepared art work. 

The plant is equipped with seven 
cameras trom 24” up to 48”, and 
circular halttone screens up to 54”.

It had its beginning in Phila- 
delphia in 1844 where a hand press 
turned out 150 to 200 impressions 
per day and considered it a good day's 
work. The founder Alphonse Brett, 
arriving in the U.S. from Paris, be- 
came one of America’s early color 
lithographers. The plant was moved 
to New York, and established at 80 
Nassau St., in 1860. 

Luther L. Frazier acquired the 
management of the firm in 1894, and 
following his death in 1901, his 
brother Charles W. Frazier, was 
elected president, an office which he 
holds at present. Mr. Frazier is a 
past president of the Lithographic 
Technical Foundation, and last year 
received an engrossed resolution from 
the NAPL in honor of his contribu- 
tion to the progress of lithography.

ELECTRONICS 


F Alois Senetelder were to return 


tor a short visit to a tew com- 


panies which manutacture prod- 
ucts by the process he invented over 
a century and a halt ago, he would 
indeed be lost. Not only would the 
process and the machinery be com- 
pletely foreign to him, but the 
language of lithography itself would 
be like a tongue from another world. 
Such a simple phrase as a “flash ex- 
posure on a direct halftone color 
separation,” or a “pH ot 4.1 to 4.8 
in the tountain solution” would trans- 
mit but little intelligible intormation 
to our industrial torebear. “he ad- 
vance ot the lithographic — process, 
which would cause so much contusion 
in the mind of Senetelder today, is a 
fitting testimonial to the pioneers who 
worked to put lithography on a 
scientific basis. But the advances ac- 
complished and yet to come, in the 
two decades starting with 1940, 
would astound those early pioneers 
as much as the progress of the last 
150 vears would amaze Senetelder. 

Within but the last tew  vears, 
lithographers have learned to accept 
photo-totalizers, color correction 
through masking, polymetallic plates, 
electronic printing, and radioactive 
static eliminators, to mention but a 
few innovations. 

Shortly, the trade will learn to 
accept color correction without the 
aid ot the present day tools and tech- 
niques. It may seem strange to hear 
an art toreman tell an artist to ‘‘in- 
crease the resistance in the B. Y. 
circuit tor the separation,” but 
the day may not be tar off when such 


A machine, built at the Massachusetts 


Institute of Technology, produces color 
corrected negatives automatically, and 
introduces a new approach to the problem

art department terminelogy will be 
commonplace. 

The machine that will cause this 
vast change color correction 
methods in the graphic arts is very 
complicated, but the principles under- 
lying its development are more readily 
understood. “Theretore, betore  de- 
scribing the machine, it may be in 
order to discuss the problems in- 
volved in color reproduction work. 
‘The object in color work is to copy 
as closely as possible the original art 
work with its numerous colors and 
shades, by a screened print in four, 
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six, or more colors. Because ot the 
inherent shortcomings of present day 
filters, emulsions, and inks, consider- 
able hand retouching must be done 
on the color separations to obtain a 
taithtul reproduction. Depending on 
the skill of the retoucher in combin- 
ing the tints of the printed colors, the 
lithographer has greater or less suc- 
cess in copying the original. 
Although the retoucher obtains his 
skill through years of experience in 
working on color separations, he is 
working with principles that can be 
expressed mathematically. “This con- 
cept of a mathematical analysis of 
color separation is new to the trade 
in general. However, the basic idea 
of three color printing (i. e. all 
colored designs can theoretically be 
reproduced by the use of the three 
primary colors — yellow, cyan, and 
magenta) is accepted by most litho- 
graphers. Some reflection on this sub- 
ject will make it apparent that the 
dots of a halftone print using the 
three primary colors can have eight 
possible colors. “he dots ot yellow 
(1), evan (2), and magenta (3) can 
be by themselves. They can also 
overlap the following manner: 
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yellow and cyan giving green (4), 
vellow and magenta giving red (5), 
and cyan and magenta giving blue 
(6). In spots where no ink prints, the 
color ot the stock(7) ts visible, and 
where all three primary colors over- 
lap, black (8) The chart

Since the amount ot each color in

one connected with the industry uses 
a magnifier of some sort, magnifying 
trom 5 to 14 diameters. “These mag- 
nifiers have very definite value and 
cannot be dispensed with. But many 
ot the details that directly affect off- 
set quality and production cannot be 
seen at) such) low magnifications. 
When you don't see these details, you 
don't realize they are there, and_ it 
is dithcult to do anything about them. 

A magnification of 30 to 50 dia- 
meters is necessary, 45 being quite 
practical. Simple magnitiers having 
only one lens cannot be built with 
such power, and hence a microscope 
is required. As microscopes go, this 
is rather low magnification. 

In work with microscopes, the di- 
rection of illumination and the size 
ot the light source have an important 
bearing on what the user sees. Es- 
pecially is this true of three-dimen- 
sional objects, such as plate grain. A 
portrait photographer can produce an 
excellent) three dimensional illusion 
of a person's tace on a two-dimen- 
sional print by proper lighting, or he 
can lose the effect of depth almost 


entirely by improper lighting. 
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‘The same thing is true of the grain 
on litho 


and the printing image 
plates. ‘The third dimension has a 
definite bearing on results. Not 


knowing what to expect in the way 
of reliet when we look at grain under 
a microscope, as we do when we look 
at a portrait, we cannot say from our 
own experience that the picture is 
either good or bad. For this reason 
the importance ot proper lighting ts 
usually not recognized. 

Given a suitable microscope and 
suitable illumination, however, even 
the uninitiated worker immediately 
sees details that affect results, and in 
many cases he knows what to do 
about them. As experience is gained, 
he understands more and more about 
what he sees, and he is better able to 
distinguish between good bad 
conditions.

quality at the same time. ‘This is a 
tact based on experience, not) arm- 
chair thinking. 

Grain inspection is oaly one of the 
practical applications tor « microscope 
in a litho shop. It is also useful in 
estimating the depth of the image on 
deep-etch — plates, examining dot 
“halo.” or fringe, on negatives and 
positives, finding the reason tor spots 
in plate coatings, and determining 
the cause tor poor quality on press 
sheets. All these are important. tac- 
tors in maintaining quality, control- 
ling printed tones, and reducing 
makeovers. Whether the user has had 
much experience or little, a suitable 
microscope is an indispensable tool 
in’ trouble-shooting. 

Occasionally one finds a microscope 
ot one kind or another in a_ litho 
shop. As a rule it is used very little.

As the angle ot illumi- 
nation is increased, a point is reached 
where the better) grain) shows no 
shadows, while the steep-walled pits 
stand out because ot the dark shadows 


within them. “Then angle ot the side- 
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walls is measured by the angle at 
which the shadows just disappear. 
It is helpful to sweep the entire 


range of vertical angles quickly, then 
to examine more closely at 9 or 10 
degrees, and again at 15 or 20 de- 
grees. In comparing grains on dif- 
ferent plates, however, or at different 
locations on the same plate, a single 
angle can be used—say 10 degrees— 
in order to save time, other 
angles only when closer study seems 
advisable. 

In addition to the shadows, high- 
lights are also significant, though not 
so readily interpreted as shadows. If 
a smooth surtace reflects a highlight 
upward into the microscope, the angle 
ot that surtace trom the horizontal 
may be determined when the angle 
ot illumination is known. 

When a press plate or proot plate 
in good condition has been inked up 
properly tor printing, the ink stands 
up slightly trom the plate surtace and 
usually has a smooth convex top sur- 
tace which reflects highlights. Ordi- 
narily it is not easy to tell the dit- 
terence between such highlights and 
small points of bare metal showing 
through the ink. But by sweeping 
the illuminator through its entire 
range, and observing the movement 
ot the highlight, or lack of move- 
ment, one can often torm an idea of

showing through. On a finished deep 
etch plate the ink over a dot usually 
is slightly concave upward, and a 
rough idea of the depth of etching 
can be tormed trom the curvature ot 
the ink. Again the horizontal move- 
ment of the reflected highlight is often 
a valuable indication of the surtace 
contour, 

Offset blankets, press prints, plate 
coatings, and other objects often can 
be examined to advantage by using 
this special microscope. In looking 
at negatives or positives—inspecting 
dot halo or checking for gray dots, 
tor example—the illuminator on the 
instrument is not used. Instead the 
transparency is placed on a_ light 
table, or a small flashlight is placed 
behind it.

In Fig. 4+ is shown a series ot 
photomicrographs made from the 
same area ot a grained plate at eight 
different vertical angles of illumina- 
tion. In A the light strikes the grained 
surtace at +3 degrees from the hori- 
zontal; B, 40 degrees; C, 35 degrees; 
D, 30 degrees; EF, 25 degrees; F, 20 
degrees; G, 15 degrees; and H, 9 
degrees. ‘Vhese angles are illustrated 
in Fig. 6. 

In A several shadows can be seen 
within craters, indicating that the 
upper left sidewalls are steeper than 
43 degrees. And numerous tairly 
large highlights are visible. Simple 
calculation shows that the surfaces 
reflecting these highlights slant to- 
ward the light source at 23! degrees 
trom the horizontal. In addition to 
the deep shadows and scattered high- 
lights, there is considerable minute 
detail rendered by intermediate tones. 
This detail constitutes the fine struc- 
ture of the grain, but one cannot tell 
trom this picture alone whether a 
coarse structure is present or absent. 
‘The coarse structure becomes appar- 
ent as the succeeding pictures are 
examined, representing — successively 
lower illumination angles.

HE effects ot static in offset 

press operation, at times can be 

spectacular. At other times, it 
may be very difhcult to detect and vet 
be causing erratic misregister. Oc- 
casionally the press teeding and regis- 
ter mechanisms are blamed when the 
real cause of register trouble is static 
electricity. 

As the name implies, static electric- 
ity is electricity that “stays put.” 
Quiescence is the only characteristic 
that distinguishes static trom dynamic 
or current electricity which is con- 
sidered to flow through conductors. 
Any non-conducting material or any 
insulated body can accumulate static 
electricity under certain conditions 
and is then said to be charged. Paper, 
being a non-conducting material when 
dry, can accumulate static electricty. 


Static electricity is otten spoken ot 
as “trictional electricity.” Convenient 
methods ot producing it include rub- 
bing glass with a piece of silk, or 
hard rubber with wool or tur. 
The evidence however, is trie- 
tion is only incidental, and that the 
charge results only trom close contact 
followed by separation. The. static 
charge may be either positive or nega- 
tive depending on the materials in- 
volved, 

Paper becomes charged with static 
by being brought into close contact 
with another material and then sud- 
denly separated trom it. Thus 
charged, it is tor a time attracted by 
any uncharged body. However, its 


static charge is gradually dissipated, 
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by leakage to the ground. The higher 
the moisture content ot the paper, 
and the higher the humidity ot the 
atmosphere, the greater the rate ot 
leakage or dissipation. “The medium 
by which the charge is conducted to 
the ground is principally the moisture 
in the paper and the adsorbed mois- 
ture film on its surtace, the amount ot 
which increases with the relative 
humidity. 

The principal source of static elec- 
tricity on the offset press is the impres- 
sion squeeze. The impression brings 
the paper into intimate contact with 
the surtaces ot the blanket and im- 
pression cylinders. Immediately tol- 
lowing the impression, the paper is 
suddenly and very rapidly separated 
trom these surtaces. very dry 
weather, especially it sheets are run 
through the press dry, the charge de- 
veloped is enormous and the sheets 
will stick to any parts of the press 
delivery they contact or even come 
near. 

Orher sources of static are contact 
ot the paper with the torwarding and 
teed table rolls, but the charges de- 
veloped are much less than that pro- 
duced by the impression. However. 
such charges may be sufhcient to pre- 
vent tree movement of sheets into 
contact with the tront guides, and 
their unitorm response to the side 
guide action. Such a condition can 
cause misregister even though the 


press is tunctioning pertectly. 


The most practical all-round solu- 


tion ot the static problem is adequate 


what causes it and what you can do about it 


air conditioning and paper condition- 
ing. While static charges are always 
developed printing, the presence 
of sufficient moisture in the paper and 
in the atmosphere allows such charges 
to leak away to the ground so rapidly 
that they are ot no consequence. In 
letterpress printing, it seems to be 
the general experience that the mini- 
mum moisture requirements tor the 
elimination of static troubles are 30 
percent relative humidity ot the 
atmosphere and 6) percent moisture 
content in the paper. In offset litho- 
graphy the minimum requirements 
are somewhat lower because ot the 
thin film of moisture always present 
on the offset blanket. part ot which 
is transterred to the paper. This film 
ot moisture increases the surtace con- 
ductivity ot the paper and allows 
rapid leakage ot the static charge to 
the ground. Offset lithography is 
theretore treer static 
trouble than letterpress printing. 
Normally, offset printing proceeds 
without eviderice of static at 35 per- 
cent relative humidity, with paper 
initially containing no more than 4.5 
percent moisture, and otten unde: 


much drier conditions than this. 


Since the intensity of static charges 
increases with the speed ot the press, 
and since their leakage to the ground 
involves a time element, no hard and 
tast rule can be laid down as to the 
minimum relative humidity or mois- 
ture content of paper. In general it 
is sate to say that a pressroom relative 


humidity ot 45 percent, with paper

Gas jet installations are fairly com- 
mon on flat-bed typographic presses. 
Gas flames have the property of ioniz- 


ing air, that is, producing positively 
and negatively charged gas molecules. 
If the paper is positively charged, the 
negative gas molecules are attracted

> ‘ to it and neutralize it. 
tively charged, the positive gas mole- 
cules will neutralize it. Gas tlames 
also aid in setting and drying the ink. 
Their disadvantages are that they in- 
troduce a fire hazard, and that they 
are unsuited to high-speed rotary press 
operation. 

Grounding devices may consist of 


: wires or wire brushes strung across the 


press and grounded to the press trame 
: or to a water pipe. “To work properly 
the paper should pass very close to 
them without actually touching. The 
best device of this type is a metal 
comb or brush presenting a series ot 
sharp metal points, since points are 
most effective in dissipating charges. 
The effectiveness of the ground con- 
nection is very important. 

There are a number of high-tension 
static neutralizers on the market.* 
Basically they consist of an insulated 
metal bar carrying pointed projections 
at regular intervals along their length, 
to which a high tension alternating 


charge is supplied by means ot a 
transtormer. Their effectiveness is 


due to ionization ot air by a high ten- 


sion electric discharge trom the 


pointed projections.

New Photo-Typesetting System 


NEW photo-typesetting system, 
using a typewriter - actuated 
mechanism to produce positives or 
negatives of justified type composi- 
tion, without the use ot metal type.

In announcing the new system, it 
was said that “successtul photographic 
type composition represents the key 
to the development of entirely new 
printing processes.”’

10. As a tinal step, the developing 
ink is washed out by pouring on a lit- 
tle asphaltum solution and washing 
the developing ink out of the image 
with a sott rag. “Vhe object here is to 
replace the developing ink (which 
will become dry and hard if lett on 
tor several days) with an ink-recep- 
tive coating which will keep the plate 
in good condition indefinitely. 

In conclusion, Mr. Burchard 
told the Cratt-men that “undoubr- 
edly photomechanical techniques will 
torm the basis ot the new approach 
to printing reproduction. At present. 
offset lithography is in the toretront 
and there is every indication that it 
will continue to be tor the next 
several years.” 

In his discussion ot new develop- 
ments in offset. Mr. Woodrutt em- 
phasized the importance ot the artist 
in the preparation ot copy.“ suc- 
cesstul lithographer knows that the 
product ot his pressroom some- 
times worse, but never better, than 
the copy provided by the artists.” he 
pointed out. 

“In othe camera roem, modern 
science is really doing things tor our 
industry.” Mr. Woodruff) said, and 
he listed a number ot recent develop- 
ments, including such things as new 
color film emulsions, new photo- 
graphic masking methods, new light 
sources, contact screens, improved 
process camera lenses, light) meters 
and integrators, ete.

Mr. Woodrutt then discussed poly- 
metallic plates, and their advantages, 
chietly tor long-run) work. 

As tor presses, he reported that 
while there are still plenty ot single- 
color presses being built and sold, the 
proportion ot singles to multi-color 
presses is decreasing with each  pass- 
ing vear. Ina discussion of tactors 
affecting press work he outlined as 
important points the characteristics 
ot the paper, its condition, the press 
speed, conditions the pressroom, 
and other factors. Static, he said, is 
one ot the chiet problems in efficient 
teeder operation. Radioactive — bars 
have been quite effective in eliminat- 


ing static, but the use of certain tvpes 


ot these is prohibited by some state 
health departments because ot their 
radioactivity. 

Mr. Woodrutt cited advances in 
press design providing better water 
and ink control, and discussed new 
ink developments, such as rapid-dry- 
ing and other products, as contrib- 
uting to the advancement otf offset. 

conclusion, he outlined the 
broad fields in which offset ad- 
vaneing. “It is not accident,” he as- 
serted, “that in the last tew years the 
use ot offset has increased taster than 
any other method of putting ink on 
paper. In these last tew years a 
rather persistent tallacy finally has 
been laid to rest: that it was impos- 
sible to obtain, by the offset process, 
the snap, punch and. striking effects 
ot color reproduction, so desirable in 
present day advertising. In number- 
less lithographic plants across the 
country, large and small. work ot the 
most exacting nature has been and 
is being produced—work which re- 
tutes completely the charge that 
set is only good enough tor soft, 
anemic-looking — reproductions—work 
that compares tavorably with the best 
which can be done by any other pro- 


cess—and done at lower cost.” 


Mr. MacArthur, in presenting 
modern gravure, said that this’ pro- 
cess’ coming of age was related di- 
rectly to its use and continued expan- 
sion in the specialty and commercial 
printing fields. offering to 
packagers, in the early 1930s, of such 
stocks as hard finished paper, glas- 
sine, metal toil, and plastic materials 

all in web roll torm—presented 
the printer with broadened oppor- 
tunities,” he observed, and outlined 
how these materials went to web-ted 
gravure as the best-suited process. He 
outlined the three major printing pro- 
cesses, giving the advantages and dis- 
advantages ot each, and then listed 
types ot work which must be done by 
gravure. These include toil printing. 
straight cut, die cut and embossed ; 
cellophane printing; wraps: 
trozen toods packages; other pack 
ages; bag printing: toil labels; gitt 
Wraps; and others.

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The Application of Masking Principles to 


Color Transparency Duplication 


FART 


HE. solution to the problem ot 

duplication lies in a knowledge 

ot the properties ot the color 
transparency. ‘This consists of three 
superimposed dye images. It) we 
could somehow recreate these images 
in another piece of material, taesimile 
reproduction ot the master would be 
obtained. Since this is suitable 
and acceptable copy ot the original 
scene, the duplicate should be equally 
suitable. “Vhis is entirely feasible and 
the reasons why torm the subject mat- 
ter ot this paper. 

In order to tacilirate the discus- 
sion it may be well to start with a 
tew definitions. First of all, 1 would 
like to detine the tern = “density.” 
This is a simple word which we use 
to designate the measure ot relative 
transmission or reflection. © When 
light is incident upon an object, part 
is absorbed, and part reflected or 
transmitted. “Vheretore. only cer- 
tain traction ot the incident light 
reaches the receiver which may be a 
photocell, the eve, or more to our 
own purposes, a photographic emul- 
sion. Density is a measure ot this 
traction. | say it is a measure since 
the actual numerical value the 
logarithm ot that traction. It is im- 
portant to remember that density is 
net an absolute value but relative 
one, a ratio. “Thus, a density of 0.30 
means that the area having that value 
reflects or transmits 506 otf the light 
incident upon it, to the receiver. A 


density ot means that only

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When we apply the term to color, 
we have three dens‘ties to contend 
with, one tor each primary color. 
‘Theretore, to every print on the color 
master we can assign three numbers, 
the three color densities, which tell 
us the degree to which each primary 
is reflected or transmitted that 
point. From this point of view we 
can consider the master te be merely 
an ordered pattern of color densities 
and it is our problem to duplicate 
this pattern. 

Another usetul term that we use 
is “neutral.” | would like to define 
that word in terms of density. Any 
area whose three densities have the 
same value is called neutral. It. is 
not difficult to see the reason behind 
that definition. Let us suppose that 
we illuminate a neutral area ot 
density 0.30 with light of color tem- 
perature about 3000 K.. where the 
three primaries are present. in 
equal intensities. Let us suppose 
the relative intensities of the blue. 
green and red components are in the 
ratios 1:1.5:2.00. After passing 
through the area under discussion 
each primary will have its intensity 
reduced by 50 since the area is a 
neutral ot density 0.30. Vhe ratio of 
the intensities remains the same, so 
that insotar as color balance is con- 
cerned, the area in question acted as 
a true neutral. 

We return now to the master. The 
more we know about it the easier

becomes our task. We know that it 
is composed ot three images. One is 
a yellow tormed as the result of ex- 
posure to the blue primary. Hence, 
the vellow image represents a pattern 
ot blue densities. Another ma- 
genta, tormed as the result of ex- 
posure to the green primary. It repre- 
sents, theretore, the pattern of the 
green densities. Vhe third color image 
in the master is cvan. It was formed 
as the result ot the red primary ex- 
posure and it represents the pattern 
ot the green densities. “To achieve 
tacsimile reproduction we must some- 
how contrive to copy each color 
density with no interterences from 
the others. 

We know something else about the 
color transparency. It has been so 
formulated that a neutral reproduces 
as a neutral. It is for this reason that 
we have indoor materials and outdoor 
materials “and never the twain shall 
mix.” We know that mazda illumina- 
tion at a color temperature ot 
3200 K. has an entirely different 
ratio ot red, green and blue intensi- 
ties than does daylight at a color ob- 
ject) temperature ot better than 
S000 K. And vet, the same test ob- 
ject photographed under both lights, 
it the materials are properly balanced, 
will yield identical results. In photo- 
graphy, we so arrange matters that 
we photograph “densities” not  abso- 
lute intensities. 

Although we photograph ‘‘densi- 
ties” our reproduction of these densi- 


ties is in terms ot dyes. neutral 
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image in our master is composed ot 
three dves, a vellow, a magenta and 
a evan. It would be nice to say that 
since each was tormed as a result 
of exposure to a single primary, and 
since each is the mage of equivalent 
densities, that the amount ot vellow 
dve is equal to that ot ce cyan ma 
genta. It the dyes used were pertect 
this would be true. and we would 
have no reproduction problems. It 
is not true. No magenta dve exists 
that does not absorb blue or red. No 
evan is known that does net absorb 
blue or green. \We do have vellows 
whose absorption ot red and green are 
so slight as to be relatively negligible. 
and we consider them pertect, but the 
others are tar trom pertect. 


When the magente or cvan dves ab 
sorb blue they present or deposit blue 
densities, but these dves should do 
no such thing. ‘Their tunction is to 
deposit green and red densities respec 
tively. “To the extent to which they 
deposit blue densities they cause 
trouble such as degradation the 
color transparency. We want. to 
determine just how much blue the

*Offset Press Troubles. Harry J. 
Damme. Modern Lithography 17, No. 
%, September, 1949, pp. 30-32, 03 (4 
pages). Press troubles are usually 
classified in the following groups: 
scumming or tinting, printing trouble 
(from satisfactory plates), paper 
troubles, register troubles, and streak 
ing. These troubles may be caused 
by the need of finer mechanical ad- 
justments in the inking unit, the 
dampening unit, the plate or blanket 
cylinders, or the feeder unit. They 
may also be caused by improperly 
prepared plates, physical properties 
of the paper being used, or by the 
formulation of the ink. Suggestions 
are given for the possible prevention 
or correction of the various press 
troubles. 


"Stretches Offset Plates to Correct 
Register. British and Colonial Printer 
145, No. 1082, July 29, 1949, p. 98 (1 
page). A litho “plate-stretcher” is 
being marketed by Linmac Engineers, 
Ltd of Wembley, Middlesex, Eng- 
land. It is designed to correct register 
errors in offset printing. It is claimed 
that variations in register from as 
little as 003" up te as much as 7 64” 
can be corrected. 


Method of Regraining Aluminum 
Plates. Robert L. Heath and Edmund 
c Huxley, a:signors to General 
Motors Corporatior States 


Patent No. 2.476.416 (July 19, 1949). 
The method of reclaiming coated 
grained aluminum lithographic plates 
which includes removing the coatings 
and the images carried thereby from 
the plates by immersing them alter- 
nately in a nitrie-sulfurie acid solu- 
tion and a caustie seda solution, and 
then regraining the plates by immers- 
ing them in an aluminized sodium 
carbonate solution. (Official Gazette 
624, No. 3, July 19, 1949, p. 794). 


Paper and Ink 
“Printing Ink-Paper Relationships. 
A. C. Zettlemoyer, G. G. Eckhart, W. 
C. Walker. American Ink Maker 27, 
No. 8, August, 1949, pp. 23-26, 57, 59 
(6 pages). Previous literature on the 
relationship of printing ink to paper 
has been reviewed with special em- 
phasis on the work that has been 
reported with regard to printability 
or printing qualities. series of 
commercial black inks have been 
tested for mileage on a series of dif- 
ferent commercial papers. It has been 
found in general that the higher the 
porosity of a paper and the higher 
the reflectance of the bulk ink, the 
lower is the mileage obtained and the 
lower is the ultimate print blackness. 
Variations found in the mileage and 
ultimate print blackness of the com- 
mere.al ink-paper combinations ex- 
amined were large and significant. A 
theoretical equation nas been pre- 
sented which relates the reflectance 
of solid prints to the film thickness 
for any ink-paper combination, This 
equation can be put in linear form 
for evaluation of the constants in 
volved and for estimation of mileage 
at any desired blackness. 


“Hydroxy Ethyl Cellulose in Paper 
Coating. D. Robert Erickson. 
32,No.7, July, 1949, pp. 289-291 (3 
pages). A new coating process which 
involves the use of a hydroxy alkyl 
ether of cellulose as a binder is de 
scribed. These ethers are selectively 
soluble in a critical concentration of 
sodium hydroxide and can be set by 
ion exchange wherein the sodium ion 
is replaced. The action is immediate 
to give a non-tacky coating. It is 
claimed that a coating prepared with 
this material can be applied to a sheet 
by the conventional coating processes 
used on the paper machine. 


“Amine Additives to Prevent Dry- 
ing Loss on Aging. A. C. Zettlemoyer 
and Donald M. Nace. Paper Presented 
at Division of Paint, Varnish and 
Plastics Chemistry Meeting Septem- 
ber, 1949, pp. 145-152 (8 pages). 
Fifty-five nitrogen-containing com- 
pounds, mostly amines, were tested in 
inks containing a yellow alumina hy 
drate lake to determine which ones 
were effective preventing drying 
loss of the ink upon aging. The effect 
of the amount of additive, the amount 
of cobalt drier present, and the ratio 
between the two was studied. The 
compound 2, 4, 6-tri-¢(dimethylamino 
methyl) pheno! (trade name DMP- 


MOl 


30) was found to reduce loss of drying 
on aging better than any other addi 
tive tested. Used in amounts of 1-2‘. 
DMP-30 greatly reduced the loss in 
drying on aging of inks containing 
Tartrazine Yellow Lake, Peacock 
Blue, Persian Orange and other yel- 
low lakes. It apparently coordinates 
with the cobalt in the drier, stabilizing 
the cobaltic state, and this complex 
is not readily absorbed by lake pig- 
ments. 


"A Parallel Plate Viscometer for 
Printing Inks. Andries Voet and John 
Ss. Brand. Paper Presented at Divi- 
sion of Paint, Varnish and Plastics 
Chemistry Meeting, September, 1949, 
pp. 205-213 (9 pages). parallel 
plate viscometer has been developed 
for routine testing of the viscosity of 
printing inks. An ink drop of definite 
weight or volume is placed between 
two acrylate plates. When the blocks 
separating the plates are removed, 
the rate of spread of the ink drop 
is measured. The paper discusses the 
effect of added pressure, temperature, 
ete, on the rate of ink drop spread. 
From the data, information may be 
obtained concerning the “length” of 
the ink under shearing stress, as well 
as the viscosity of the ink. 


Drying of Printing Inks. Everett 
Carman. American lnk Maker 27, No. 
7, July, 1949, pp. 35-6 (2) pages). 
Inks which dry by oxidation and poly 
merization are discussed in this 
article. Table is) given comparing 
times for initia! set, chalk stage and 
complete drying of oxidizing type inks 
on coated, supercalendered, and = ma- 
chine finish papers. The “carboniza- 
tion” method of testing the drying of 
printing inks is deseribed, 


A New Principle in Lithographic 
Paper Manufacturing. FF. H. Frost. 
Modern Lithography 17, No. 7, July, 
1949, pp. 59-62 (4 pages). This article 
discusses the theories and experiments 
involved in the development of a 
paper that is absorbent to ink and 
non-absorbent to water. This paver 
gives exceptionally high quality of 
reproduction, minimizes — offsetting. 
requires only the same amount ot 
slightly less fountain solution than 
a standard uncoated offset paper, 
eliminates delivery end curl, and use 
only the normal or less than norma! 
amount of ink. A double coating pro 
cedure is used to produce this paner. 


Postwar Developments in Litho 
Coated Papers. A. P. Reynolds. Modern 
Lithography No. &, August, 194, 
pp. 65-65 (3 pages). The early history 
of coated papers and their limitations 
are discussed briefly. Coated-two-side 
offset papers have been recently de- 
veloped that are made with coating 
pigments which, since they have a 
quick affinity for ink vehicle, hold the 
color up, allow the vehicle to flow 
swiftly between them, and = greatly 
minimize the risk of offsetting at high 
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speeds. The judicious use of latex, 
starch and casein as coating adhesives, 
is reflected in the better quality of 
today’s coated-one-side label papers. 
Improved spirit varnishes are also 


among the other postwar develop- 
ments. 
*Perverse Behavior of Paper. 


Charles F. King. Inland Printer 123, 


No. 4, July, 1949, pp. 51-53 (3 pages). 
The lack of adequate tests for deter- 
minining the actual printability of a 
paper is discussed. The most im- 
portant property required of an off- 
set paper, whether it is coated, super- 
calendered, or machine finished, is the 
ability to cleanly and uniformly trans- 
fer ink from the blanket. In multi- 
color dry printing, or if the sheet is 
to be varnished or lacquered, the es- 
sential property is enough strength in 
the sheet to make possible the use of 
ink with enough tack to transfer 
cleanly. For single color work, where 
no gloss coat is to be applied, the 
sheet would not be required to have 
the strength and pick-resistance now 
incorporated in litho stocks, but should 
have the ability to remove ink from 
the blanket quickly by absorption. 
Satisfactory means are needed of test- 
ing stock for strength, for ink ab- 
sorption, for the uniformity of these 
properties, and for the chemical sta- 
bility of the paper in relation to foun- 
tain water.

of first making a positive, in the 
preparation of gradient tints, and for 
blackline prints. Other minor appli- 
cations are discussed and suggestions 
given for expansion of these uses.

and green that appears to be in it. 
After the job is on the press the main 
factor that seems to affect color is 
the thickness of ink lay. This can be 
detected by a densitometer or reflec- 
tion meter.

‘These photographic positives or 
negatives, claimed to have better deti- 
nition than type. itself, can be em- 
ployed to produce any type of printing 
plate whether reliet, lithographic or 
gravure. 

Through the use of a standard 
typewriter keyboard, complete with 
a platen, the machine operator simul- 
taneously records his work on an 
ordinary roll of “copy paper.” “This 
enables him to do his own “proot- 
reading immediately and to make 
corrections in any given line’ betore 
pushing the lever which actuates the 
photographing process. He does this 
by pushing a button that “rubs out” 
erroneous letters and brings the car- 
riage into position to type the 
correct letter 

Subsequent editorial corrections on 
completed film, it was pointed out, 
could be done by “stripping” out lines 
or words and. substituting new ma- 
terial. 

The characters to be composed are 
photographed trom a rapidly revoly- 
ing glass disk within the machine, on 
which it is possible to superimpose a 
complete tont of a given tamily ot 
type, or 512 in all. 

Work already was underway, Dr. 
Bush said, to replace the disk by a 


drum on which twenty tonts or 10.- 
240) characters, could be used. By 
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employing magnitying — lenses, he 
added, a whole range of type sizes 
ot one tamily could be used, particu- 
larly in less finer types of publishing, 
so that the number of combinations 
possible trom a single drum conceiv- 
ably could reach 3,000,000, 

The characters previously — are 
photographed onto the disk or drum 
directly trom ink sketches ot the type 
tamilies. “Vhe results, according to 
Mr. Garth, are impressions sharper 
and clearer than present-day, type- 
toundry castings. 

During the evolution of eliminating 
metal type, said Dr. Bush, photo- 
engraving would continue to occupy 
an “important intermediate position.” 

While some ot the problems of this 
process would be solved within a year 
by the use ot magnesium plates, he 
added that “some day, that plate is 
going out, too.” In the realm of 
speculation, the scientist said, pub- 
lishing might turther be speeded up 
by photo-electrostatic engraving. 

Commenting on the impact ot 
photocomposition publishing. Dr. 
Bush asserted that “every worthwhile 
development means disruption,” but 
that “that is the penalty tor progress.” 

He held that) disruption 
always had been temporary and 
eventually had led to even more jobs. 
Carriage manutacturers, “who were 
tast on their teet.” he cited, had 
turned to service stations with the 
advent of motor cars. 

Some ot the technical factors in 
the field of disrupting the industry 
were further outlined) by William 
Baumrucker Jr., chairman ot the Re- 
search Committee ot the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
and by Mr. Garth, who also is presi- 
dent ot the Lithomat Corporation. 

‘The editorial make-up man, super- 
vising the layout of a page, could 
have paragraphs or lines changed 
by instructing the engraver to “strip” 
by hand given sections ot film and 
placing them elsewhere or eliminating 
them in tavor of other material, ex- 
plained Mr. Baumrucker. 

A machine to do automatic ‘‘strip- 
ping” ot whole newspaper pages at a 
speed potential of ten lines a second 
also was being developed, he added.

He also noted that the photo 
composing process at present — is 
more adaptable to offset printing than 
to letterpress printing. 

Critical examination by experts has 
not revealed a single problem of com- 
position which the unit cannot be 
adapted to solve, it) was claimed. 
Some authorities have suggested that 
the system may even hold promise tor 
the solution ot the age-old problem 
ot composing in Chinese. 

The announcement added that “the 
present photographic tvpe composing 
machine can be operated by a stenog- 
rapher to produce composition tar 
superior to anything achievable using 
present composing methods. ‘The tact 
that no type metal is used in’ this 
composing process gives it a range 
ot usetulness tar beyond that of exist- 
ing type-casting equipment.” 

The technology ot the new 
method brings together the scientific 
advances of many fields. High-speed 
stroboscopic light sources, high-quality 
photographic and optical elements, the 
modern electric typewriter, and well- 
tested automatic telephone compon- 
ents, combined with simple mechanical 
parts and commercially reliable elec- 
tronic circuits, form a machine ot 
startling flexibility versatility.

c\pressions may appear to be contus- 
ing. the lithographer of tomorrow 
need not worry about them. An 
electronic circuit has been developed 
which automatically solves the equa- 
tions a thousand times per second. 
With the problem ot color printing 
reduced to mathematical terms and 
a circuit constructed to solve these 
expressions, the final step is to devise 
a machine to “look at” the original, 
have it pass on to its electronic brain 
what it sees, and then have the brain 
pass out the correct answers. Such 
a machine has been designed and 
built® and is) schematically repre- 
sented in the accompanying sketch. 
The machine is basically flat 
scanning machine connected to a relay 
rack. “Vhis machine can use either 
original sketches or continuous tone 
positives as copy. Its operation may 
be compared to an electronic retlec- 
tion-transmission densitometer. 
photo-tube records the density of the 
copy and sends the signal to a relay 
rack, which turn) transmits an 
electric signal to a pinpoint source ot 
light located over an unexposed photo- 
graphic plate. As the original is 
automatically moved past the photo- 
tube, the unexposed — photographic 
plate is) similarly moved past the 
pin point light source. “Then, while 
the phototube continuously records 
the density of the copy, the relay 
rack transtorms this information into

with a density identical to that of 
the original. “The machine has an 
operating speed at present ot 1000 
dots per second. “To complete the 
densitometer analogy, one might con- 
sider,the machine as a densitometer 
which, instead of giving a density 
reading, directly gives a halftone plate 
equivalent to the density of 
original. 

‘Yo obtain color corrections in this 
scanning machine, the tollowing pro- 
cedure is emploved. Vhree continu- 
ous tone color separations are made 
in the conventional — photographic 
manner. (If the reproduction is to 
be same size as the copy, the original 
copy placed under a beam splitter can 
be used in lieu of the continuous tone 
separations. ‘Vhus, tor same size work, 
a camera would not be used.) Each 
separation is mounted on a_ platen 
beneath a phototube, and the densi- 
ties of the three separations are com- 
bined electronically to give a proper 
light signal tor the particular printer 
being made. By simple settings on 
the machine, the color of stock and 
inks to be used as well as the filter- 
emulsion characteristics of the color 
separations can be compensated for. 
‘These operations in’ effect tell the 
electronic brain what constants (tri- 
stimulus values, etc.) to put in the 
Neugebauer equations betore solving 
them. When these simple settings 
are made, the operator needs merely 
to start the machine and then wait tor 
the perfectly corrected negative to be 
produced. “The machine will) turn 
these negatives out at the rate equal 
to a square inch in 10 to 20 seconds. 
Atter the negative is developed, 
fixed, and washed it is ready tor press 
platemaking without any additional 
hand operations. By proper adjusting, 
the machine can turn out a job in 
three to tour colors, depending on the 
printing limitations of the job. The 
machine can be designed to handle 
jobs having up to nine colors. 

The first model of machine 
has been made and has successtully 
produced color corrected plates with- 
out hand work. A more refined model 
is now in the process of construction

“Gravure is presently throwing off 
the shackles of dependence on rule- 
ot-thumb technical procedures. It has 
begun to shift to scientific standard- 
ization which is being consolidated 
and reinforced by the various Gra- 
vure Research activities now taking 
place,” he continued. 

“Up ull very recently, gravure as 
a process has been handicapped by the 
high cost involved in photoengraving 
ot the cylinders. As an example of 
technical advancement, the ATF- 
Henderson process embodies a meth- 
od of etching gravure cylinders which 
does not require the use ot carbon 
tissue. ‘This process utilizes modern 
light sensitive coatings which when 
coupled with unique new inverted 
half-tone processes tor making gra- 
vure dot positives, makes gravure 
cylinder etching as methodical and 
controllable as conventional reliet 
plate photoengraving. A cylinder can 
be coated, light transferred, devel- 
oped, and etched in a matter of a few 
hours. 

“The missing link between cylinder 
engraving and production printing is 
now being joined by the use otf the 
rotogravure cylinder proot press. Now 
it is possible tor the cylinder engraver 


to provide a composite proot ot his 


work before the cylinders go into a 
printing production press. ‘This proot 
press enables the engraver to deter- 
mine that the cylinders are uniformly 
etched and that all cylinders of a set 


are in register. 

“Let me offer gravure as a solution 
to obsolescence in many specialized 
tields where printers are being forced 
to increase efficiency to offset rising 
costs. The wide adaptability of the 
gravure techniques is a feature which 
makes this possible.” 

Other clinics running throughout 
the convention covered several sub- 
jects. The Typographic Clinic was 
presided over by Edward ‘T. Samuel, 
International treasurer, and speakers 
were Paul O. Giesey, typographer of 
Portland, Ore., on “Practical ‘Typo- 
graphy”; and Edward H. Christen- 
sen, Central Typesetting & Electro- 
typing Co., Chicago, on “Composing 
Room Operations.”
